Putting a .32 automatic to his 
head, Elmer E. George, 51, of 
560 Brookslde Lane, snuffed out 
his life shortly before 7 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 

The bullet passed through his 
head, striking a screen on the up¬ 
stairs sleeping-porch of his mod¬ 
est Canyon Park home. 

Bleeding profusely, George was 
rushed in an ambulance to St. 
Luke Hospital where he died less 
than an hour and a half later. 

Despondency over ill health was 
.surmised as the cause of his act. 
He has been ill for several weeks 
with Intestinal ’flu. 

In the house at the time of 
the shooting was George’s nurse, 
Mrs. Mary E. Shaw, of 3798 
Blanche street, Pasadena. En¬ 
gaged by George on Monday, Mrs. 
Shaw was resting on a couch in 
the downstairs front room when 
she heard deorge get up, walk 
out to the sleeping-porch and fire 
the fatal shot. After rushing up¬ 
stairs, Mrs. Shaw hurried out to 
the home of Milo Chapin on 
Woodland Drive. 

"Do you know Mr. George?” 
she gasped, after Chapin an¬ 
swered her knock. 

“Why, yes,” Chapin said. "I’m 
going over to call on him this 
morning.” 

"You’re too late,” Mrs. Shaw 
said. "Mr. George just commit¬ 
ted suicide.” 

Mrs. Shaw and Chapin then ran 
down to the Canyon Store on 
W'oodland Drive and roused the 
proprietor, who called the police. 

George, who had lived here for 
about five years, traveled for the 
Red Cross for many years and 
was at one time associated with 
the Chase National Bank of New 
York City. 

Besides a cousin in the east, he 
leaves another cousin in Whittier, 
Mrs. Nellie Johnson, and an aunt, 
Mrs, Josephine Doane, of Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The case was investigated by 
Chief of Police G. G. McMillan 
and W. D. Richards. Dr. M. H. 
A .Peterson was called to render 
first aid immediately after police 
were notified of the shooting.

A ROW OF HYACINTHS 

G ardeners definitely associ¬ 
ate the months of October, 
November and December 
with bulbs. It is during these 
months that the fall bulb cata¬ 
logues stress the Importance of 
early planting to insure a healthy 
root action. Relatively few gar¬ 
deners are willing to sacrifice a 
bulb to become better acquainted 
with it, and for this reason there 
seems to be very little knowledge 
as to just what a bulb is. 

With a better understanding of 
the bulb characteristics the gar¬ 
dener is enabled to go about his 
cultivation with assurance. 

It appears that most people 
understand a bulb to be the store¬ 
house of energy which is lifted 
from the ground after the tops 
have completely wilted down— 
stored for a period of rest—then 
replanted just before the winter 
rains begin. Most people think of 
the bulbs of tulips, daffodils, lil- 
lies, irises, gladoli, ranunculus, 
Lily of the Valley, etc., all in the 
same light. The formation of a 
true bulb is almost identical to 
that of an onion, in which a dor-

chickens. 

On other products, the farm¬

Much colthing was also distribu¬ 
ted, 475 garments being placed 
on needy backs. Through the em¬ 
ployment channels of the Red 
Cross office 138 placements of 
hour and day work were made, 
with 395 persons receiving inci¬ 
dental aid. The medical relief 
clinic, inaugurated in March of 
this year, attended 273 sufferers 
and 37 emergency closet articles 
were loaned. 

Surplus food and clothing or¬ 
ders brought from Monrovia and 
distributed here averaged 176 a 
month. The motor corps service 
made 113 trips to clinics, hospi-' 
tals and health centers and 1101 
local trips. Forty-five articles of 
furniture and other household 
goods were provided. A total of 
139 transients were aided.
